To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Maternity  and 

Child  Welfare  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-fifth  Annual  Report 
upon  the  health  of  the  Borough. 

The  vital  statistics  are  based  upon  an  estimated  population,  but  it 
is  considered  that  this  will  be  found  to  be  so  near  the  actual  population 
that  the  figures  may  be  accepted  as  sufficiently  accurate.  They  show  that 
the  birth-rate  and  death-rate  (both  very  low)  almost  balance.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  of  38  per  1000  births  is  a record,  and  in  view  of  what  is 
said  of  the  ante-natal  work,  it  is  important  to  note  that  exactly  half  the 
number  of  infant  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life.  In  the  next 
age  period,  1 to  5 years,  the  number  of  deaths  is  also  the  lowest  yet 
recorded,  and  none  was  caused  by  infectious  disease,  diarrhoeal  disease, 
or  tuberculosis. 

Matters  contained  in  the  report  perhaps  of  more  immediately 
practical  interest  to  which  attention  may  be  directed  concern  such 
questions  as  : — 

(1)  Housing.  The  particular  aspect  of  the  housing  problem  which 
is  of  more  importance  to  Cambridge  than  any  other  is  the  need  for  more 
houses.  Much  has  already  been  done,  but  reference  to  page  48  will 
show  that  the  urgent  demand  for  more  accommodation  still  remains 
unsatished.  So  far  as  insanitary  property  is  concerned  action  has  been 
taken  under  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  which  deals  with  individual 
houses.  This  procedure  has  in  practice  been  found  to  be  both  efficacious 
and  convenient.  So  far  no  action  has  been  taken  under  Part  I of  the  Act, 
which  refers  to  areas  as  distinct  from  individual  houses. 
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(2)  Of  great  importance  also  is  the  milk  supply.  At  no  time  has 
the  quality  of  the  milk  sold  been  higher,  while  the  quantity  consumed 
per  head  of  the  population,  although  still  too  low,  has  shown  a slight 
increase,  thanks  mainly  to  the  provision  made  by  the  Education  Com- 
mittee for  distribution  of  milk  in  school.  There  is  still,  however,  room  for 
improvement  as  will  be  seen  from  the  bacteriological  examinations  for 
tubercle  bacilli  which  have  been  made.  In  this  connection  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  over  one-third  of  the  total  milk  supply  is  pasteurised,  and 
consequently  may  be  regarded  as  safe  from  this  point  of  view. 

(3)  With  regard  to  epidemic  disease,  we  are  now  enjoying  a period 
of  greatly  diminished  prevalence  of  diphtheria,  a period  which  may  last 
for  another  year  or  so.  Now  is  the  time  for  parents  to  take  the  opportun- 
ity of  protecting  their  children  by  immunisation  against  the  time  when 
the  disease  will  be  once  again  epidemic. 

We  have  happily  not  been  invaded  by  smallpox  in  1932,  but  a refer- 
ence to  the  figures  given  of  the  vaccinations  performed  shows  that  in  that 
respect  we  are  in  no  position  to  withstand  its  spread  once  it  gets  well 
started.

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Population. — The  population  at  the  Census  in  1931  was  66,803,  and 
is  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  as  67,000  at  Midsummer  of  that 
year.  No  details  of  the  Census  for  Cambridge  are  yet  available.  There 
is,  however,  no  reason  to  think  that  the  population  at  the  middle  of  1932 
will  be  so  greatly  different  from  that  of  1931  as  to  affect  substantially  the 
statistical  information  given  in  this  report. 

Inhabited  Houses. — At  the  1921  census  the  number  of  dwellings 
occupied  by  private  families  was  13,869.  The  estimated  number  of 
dwellings  in  1932  is  16,901. 

Rateable  Value. — The  rateable  value  of  the  district  at  December  31st, 
1932,  is  ;£573,3oo,  and  the  estimated  net  produce  of  a rate  of  one  penny 
is  l2,2()0. 

The  estimated  expenditure  on  Public  Health  and  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  for  the  year  1932-33  is  as  follows  : — 

Public  Health  £8,276=3.62  pence  per  pound. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  £1,205  = 0.53  pence  per  pound. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  marriages  shows  an  increase  of  twenty-nine  over  the 
preceding  year.  The  marriage-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population,  wTich 
for  three  or  four  years  has  been  below^  that  of  the  country  as  a whole, 
is  now  practically  the  same.

The  Ibirth-rate  for  the  year  is  the  lowest  which  has  ever  been 
recorded  in  Cambridge,  and  is  only  very  slightly  higher  than  the  death- 
rate. 


The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1932  was  15.3  per  1,000. 

*155  children  were  born  in  Cambridge  whose  parents  are  not  residents 
of  the  Borough.  These  are  registered  and  notified  in  the  usual  way,  but 
are  not  included  in  calculating  the  birth-rate.  26  children,  whose 
parents  are  residents  of  the  Borough,  were  bom  outside  the  district,  and 
are  therefore  included  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  birth-rate. 

Births  in  Institutions. — ’The  percentage  of  births  which  takes  place 
away  from  home  continues  fairly  steadily  at  about  twenty,  and  is  in 
marked  contrast  with  the  fact  that  before  the  war  the  percentage  was 
under  two.

NOTES  TO  TABLE  III. 


The  classification  and  numbering  of  Causes  of  Death  are  those  of  the  ' Short 
List  "on  page  XXV.  of  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death, 
which  has  been  consulted  and  followed  in  all  cases  of  doubt. 

(a)  All  " Transferable  Deaths  " of  residents,  i.e.,  of  persons  resident  in  the  District 
who  have  died  outside  it,  are  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  columns  2-10. 
Transferable  deaths  of  non-residents,  i.e.,  of  persons  resident  in  England  and 
Wales  who  have  died  in  the  District,  are  in  like  manner  excluded  from  these 
columns.  For  the  precise  meaning  of  the  term  " transferable  " deaths  see 
footnote  to  Table  i. 

{b)  All  deaths  occurring  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  and  infirm  situated  within  the 
district,  whether  of  residents  or  non-residents  are  entered  in  the  last  column 
of  Table  III. 

{c)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases 
are  classed  as  " Certified  all  other  deaths  are  regarded  as  " Uncertified." 


N.B. — Deaths  of  soldiers  and  sailors  occurring  in  hospitals  and  institutions  in  the 
district  are  excluded  from  the  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district, 
and  such  deaths  are  excluded  from  column  ii  of  Table  III. 
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DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  Cambridge  people  occurring  m Cambridge 
and  elsewhere  in  1932  was  707.  The  death-rate  per  1,000  oi  the 
population  was  10.5,  0.7  less  than  the  previous  year. 

The  death-rate  has  been  lower  only  upon  two  occasions,  viz.  : — 
in  1920  when  it  was  9.4,  and  1925  when  it  was  10.3. 

The  number  of  deaths  is  42  less  than  in  1931. 

The  death-rates  from  1889  are  shown  on  the  chart  opposite. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1932  was  12.0  per  1,000.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 


Diphtheria. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  the  lowest  for  thirty 
years,  a period  of  considerable  prevalence  lasting  for  three  years  (1928  to 
1930),  being  followed  by  a period  of  comparative  freedom  from  this 
disease.  A somewhat  similar  rise  and  decline  over  a period  of  years  is 
to  be  found  in  the  record  of  cases  notified  during  the  past  forty  years. 
The  state  of  immunity  of  the  population  acquired  by  outbreaks  of  this 
disease  is  of  comparatively  short  duration,  and  the  only  known  method  of 
reasonably  assuring  a continuance  of  immunity  is  to  be  found  in  the 
adoption  of  a method  of  artificial  immunisation,  which  is  now  available. 
Unfortunately,  the  comparative  freedom  from  this  disease  gives  a false 
sense  of  security  and  the  absence  of  anything  in  the  nature  of  an  epidemic 
is  often  given  by  parents  as  a reason  for  not  having  their  children  pro- 
tected. 

An  Immunisation  Clinic  commenced  work  in  May  1930,  but  the  num- 
ber of  children  presented  at  the  Clinic  is  too  small  to  have  any  real  effect 
upon  the  course  of  the  disease.  In  1930,  the  number  immunised  was  300, 
in  1931,  96,  and  in  1932,  168. 

Although  the  number  of  cases  notified  was  very  small,  the  disease 
showed  no  diminution  in  severity  of  attack. 

Twelve  cases  were  Elementary  School  Children;  and  i was  under 
school  age. 

Six  visits  were  paid  to  the  schools  in  connection  with  the  occurrence 
of  cases  among  the  scholars,  and  “ swabbings  ” for  bacteriological 
examination  were  taken  from  the  throats  and  noses  of  295  children. 
Two,  or  0.6  per  cent.,  gave  positive  results.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS) 

REGULATIONS,  1925. 

These  regulations  prohibit  anyone  who  is  aware  that  he  is  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  from  being  employed  in  connection  with 
a dairy  in  any  manner  likely  to  create  danger  of  infection  of  the  milk. 
No  such  case  has  arisen  during  the  year  under  review.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home : — 

(a)  General  : The  Local  Authority  does  not  undertake  the  nursing 
of  non-inf ectious  diseases.  The  home  nursing  of  such  cases  where  required 
is  amply  provided  for  by  the  District  Nursing  Association,  and  by  several 
private  nursing  homes. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases  : The  arrangements  made  by  the 
Local  Authority  with  the  District  Nursing  Association  provides  for  the 
home  nursing  of  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Ophthalmia  Neo- 
natorum, Influenza,  Pneumonia  and  Puerperal  Fever.  The  charge  for 
cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  is  is.  qd.  per  visit,  and  for  the  other  diseases 
8d.  per  visit,  for  two  visits  to  the  same  case  in  one  day  iid.,  or  where  there 
is  more  than  one  case  in  the  house  qd.  for  each  case  after  the  first.  Should 
the  amount  payable  exceed  the  cost  of  a whole-time  nurse  the  scale 
ceases,  and  the  cost  to  the  Association  of  employing  extra  help  will  be 
re-imbursed  by  the  Local  Authority. 


Midwives. 

The  supervision  of  Midwives  in  the  Borough  was  transferred  from 
the  County  Coimcil  to  the  Corporation  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Cambridge  (Supervision  of  Midwives)  Order,  1930.  The  Superintendent 
of  Midwives  is  Mrs.  E.  M.  Brereton,  M.B.,  Ch.B. 

Thirteen  Midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  the 
Borough  during  1932  (including  one  for  holiday  duty  only). 

The  proportion  of  confinements  in  Cambridge  attended  by  Midwives 
is  probably  fairly  accurately  indicated  by  the  following  figures  of  births 
notified  : —

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The  notifications  which  are  required  from  Midwives  by  the  Rules  of 
the  Central  Midwives  Board  are  shown  below.  Medical  help  was  required 
on  behalf  of  the  mother  in  12  per  cent,  of  confinements,  and  shows  in 
recent  years  a tendency  to  rise.  This  may  result  either  from  an  increase 
in  the  difficulty  of  labour,  or  from  an  increase  in  the  care  taken  by  mid- 
wives. It  is  believed  that  the  latter  is  the  real  cause.

Infant  and  Maternal  Welfare.  There  are 

now  four  Infant  Welfare 

Centres  in  the  town. 

1.  The  Abbey  Centre,  held  at  35  Parkside  every  Tuesday 
afternoon.  (Mr.  F.  E.  Apthorpe  Webb,  M.A.,  M.R.C.S.,  O.B.E.,  etc.). 

2.  The  New  Town  Centre,  also  held  at  35  Parkside,  every 
Thursday  afternoon.  (Mrs.  E.  M.  Brereton,  M.B.,  Ch.B.). 

3.  The  Romsey  Town  Centre,  held  at  Wesleyan  Hall, 
Hemingford  Road,  every  Wednesday  afternoon.  (Mrs.  Robson, 
M.B.,  D.P.H.f. 

4.  The  Old  Chesterton  Centre,  Premier  Hall,  held  every 
Friday  afternoon.  (Mrs.  M.  Bushell,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.). 

Each  Centre  is  in  charge  of  a Lady  Superintendent,  who  is  a voluntary 
worker,  assisted  by  one  or  more  other  voluntary  workers,  and  one  of  the 
three  Health  Visitors. 

The  Doctors  attend  once  a fortnight  at  each  Centre. 

Dried  milk,  virol,  cod  liver  oil  and  malt  are  sold  at  the  centres 
generally  at  cost  price,  and  at  half  or  quarter  price  or  given  free  of  charge 
according  to  circumstances.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com- 
mittee has  a definite  scale  of  assessment  for  cases  unable  to  pay  the  full 
price  charged,  and  the  investigation  of  all  such  cases  is  undertaken  for 
the  Committee  by  the  Central  Aid  Society.  Each  case  is  reported  upon 
monthly  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Society  and  is  considered  by  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee  at  their  meetings.  The  total  number  of 
cases  enquired  into  during  1932  was  one  hundred  and  eighteen ; the 
number  in  1931  was  eighty-nine. 

The  scale  of  income  which  came  into  use  on  January  ist,  1924, 
is  similar  to  that  adopted  by  the  Education  Committee,  and  is  as  follows  : —

The  total  number  of  children  who  attended  at  the  Centres  for  the  first 
time  during  the  year  was  479,  or  57  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  live 
births  notified.  (Children  under  one  year  of  age  353,  one  to  five  years 
126.) 


Clinics  for  Children  i — 5 years  old. — The  number  of  children  1—5 
years  old  in  attendance  at  infant  clinics  having  increased  to  the  extent  of 
interfering  with  the  work  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  a special 
“ Toddlers  " day  is  now  held  once  a quarter  in  connection  with  each 
centre. 

In  addition  to  the  Doctor,  a Dentist  also  attended  and  examined 
the  teeth  of  the  Toddlers.  Owing,  however,  to  the  increased  work 
required  from  the  Dentists  in  the  schools  this  work  has  ceased,  it  is  hoped 
only  for  a time. 

The  following  table  relates  to  the  children  i to  5 years  old  who  have 
been  attending  the  Toddlers’  Clinics  during  the  year  1932. 

It  shows  the  number  of  those  children  who  were  found  to  have  defects 
which  required  treatment,  and  it  is  of  special  interest  when  compared 
with  the  figures  taken  from  the  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  for 
the  same  year. 

The  figures  indicate  that  the  defects  found  at  the  Clinics  receive 
treatment,  so  that  when  the  children  reach  school  at  5 years  of  age  a very 
high  proportion  of  the  defects  found  have  been  already  remedied. 

The  numbers  for  each  year  are  very  small,  but  so  far  as  they  go  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  percentage  found  to  require  treatment 
diminishes  each  year.

Of  the  721  infants  mentioned  above,  259,  or  36  per  cent,  were 
breast-fed  entirely  for  the  first  six  months  of  their  lives. 

Home  Helps. — The  provision  of  a competent  Help  in  the  home  during 
the  time  of  a confinement  has  been  much  discussed,  and  finally  in  1930, 
a scheme,  modified  to  suit  the  requirements  of  the  comparatively  small 
population  of  Cambridge,  was  provided. 

The  essential  features  of  the  scheme  are ; — the  choice  of  the  Help  is 
left  to  the  mother,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Town  Council  is  responsible  for  the  payment  of  the  Home  Help 
up  to  15/-  per  week,  and  recovers  from  the  people  concerned  whatever  sum 
it  is  considered  they  are  able  to  pay. 

The  duties  of  the  Help  are  (a)  to  keep  the  house  clean  and  tidy,  (b)  to 
cook  the  family  meals,  (c)  to  look  after  the  children,  and  (d)  to  do  the 
necessary  washing  of  clothes.  She  is  a domestic  help  only,  and  must  not 
undertake  the  nursing  of  the  mother. 

Judging  by  results  it  would  seem  that  there  is  very  little  need  for  a 
scheme  of  this  sort  in  Cambridge,  the  number  of  Home  Helps  employed 
in  1931  being  eight,  and  in  1932,  only  five. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. — The  number  of  Maternity  and 
Nursing  Homes  in  the  Borough  is  8.  The  County  Cormcil  is  the  Local 
Supervising  Authority  under  the  Acts  relating  to  the  registration  of 
Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes,  but  the  work  of  inspection  has  been 
delegated  to  the  Borough. 

The  delegation  is  subject  to  annual  review  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Ely  Diocesan  Home,  Bateman  Street,  opened  in  1920,  has 
accommodation  for  twelve  unmarried  mothers  with  their  babies,  and 
receives  cases  from  the  Borough.  The  Town  Council  makes  no  fixed 
contribution  to  the  Home. 

In  addition  to  the  Ely  Diocesan  Home,  maternity  cases  are  received 
into  the  following  : — 

Milton  Road  Maternity  Home, 

Brunswick  Maternity  Home, 

Devonshire  Nursing  Home, 

The  Grove  Nursing  Home,  Chesterton  Road, 

The  Firle  Nursing  Home,  Milton  Road, 

The  Cambrian  Nursing  Home,  Milton  Road. 

The  County  Infirmary,  8ia  Mill  Road. 

The  first  six  are  private  homes,  and  the  seventh  contains  a 
maternity  block  which  was  opened  in  1928. 

Maternity  cases  sent  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
are  received  in  this  Institution,  the  fee  charged  per  case  being  30/-  a week 
inclusive  of  medical  attendance. 

During  1932  three  cases  were  admitted  under  this  arrangement. 

Contraception  Clinic. — A Clinic  for  the  giving  of  advice  on  Birth 
Control  upon  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  begiui 
during  the  year. 
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Advice  is  given  upon  medical  grounds  only,  where  it  is  considered 
that  further  pregnancies  would  be  detrimental  to  health.  Women 
requiring  advice  upon  social  grounds  may  still  apply  to  the  Voluntary 
Clinic,  which  has  been  in  existence  for  several  years,  and  which  is  held 
upon  other  premises  and  is  managed  by  a purely  voluntary  body. 

The  hrst  Clinic  was  held  in  June  at  Parkside,  and  has  been  held  since 
on  the  hrst  Thursday  in  each  month.  The  total  number  of  new  cases  up 
to  the  end  of  1932  was  twelve,  the  reasons  for  attendance  being  ill-health 
in  every  case  (anaemia,  heart  disease,  kidney  disease,  debility  following 
repeated  mis-carriages,  phlebitis,  hernia,  and  physical  or  mental  debility) . 

Ante- Natal  Clinic. — This  Clinic  has  now  completed  its  second  full 
year.  It  is  held  once  a month,  but  from  April  of  the  current  year  it  will 
be  held  twice  a month. 

The  average  number  of  new  cases  at  each  session  was  hve,  and  the 
total  average  attendance  twelve. 

The  following  report  on  the  work  of  the  Clinic  has  been  prepared  by 
Mrs.  Brereton,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  who  is  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  : — 

'‘Total  number  of  cases  47  (of  whom  ii  were  primiparae,  36  multiparae) 
and  6 post-natal  cases. 

The  stage  of  pregnancy  at  the  time  of  the  hrst  attendance  was  : — 
in  the  hrst  six  months,  37 ; in  the  last  three  months,  10. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  conditions  found  : — pelvic  de- 
formity I ; malplacement  i ; albuminuria  4 ; varicose  veins  9 ; carious 
teeth  II ; discharges  3 ; haemorrhage  2 ; miscarriage  i ; premature  labour  i ; 
pyelitis  2 ; hbroid  of  uterus  i ; umbilical  hernia  i ; phlebitis  i ; renal 
calculus  I ; pseudo-pregnancy  i ; haemorrhoids  3. 

The  following  conditions  have  been  referred  to  Addenbrooke's 
Hospital  for  treatment  : — pyelitis  and  phlebitis,  umbilical  hernia,  breech 
presentation,  induction  of  labour. 

Three  were  sent  to  the  Birth  Control  Clinic — (1)  pyelitis — 7 preg- 
nancies, (2)  patient  aged  43 — 12  pregnancies,  (3)  history  of  very  bad 
conhnements — 3 pregnancies. 

Among  the  patients  who  attended  the  Clinic,  four  had  some  complica- 
tion of  labour — one  who  had  post-partum  haemorrhage  attended  the 
Clinic  only  once,  early  in  pregnancy ; a second  had  both  ante-and  post- 
partum haemorrhage,  resulting  in  the  death  of  both  mother  and  child — • 
only  attended  once  during  the  sixth  month ; a third  who  had  an  instru- 
mental delivery  attended  the  Clinic  at  the  second  month  of  pregnancy 
and  did  not  return;  the  fourth  also  had  an  instrumental  delivery^  owing 
to  a very  large  baby  (10  lbs)." 

With  regard  to  the  volume  of  work  done  at  this  clinic,  with  732  births 
and  an  attendance  of  47  expectant  mothers,  the  record  cannot  be  regarded 
with  any  satisfaction.  A study  of  the  abnormal  conditions  found  among 
those  who  did  attend  the  Clinic,  and  who,  it  must  be  remembered  did  not 
come  on  account  of  those  conditions,  is  sufficient  to  show  that  ante-natal 
examination  and  continuous  supervision  are  required,  and  this  must  be 
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so  more  especially  for  all  primiparae.  It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  in 
future  the  midwives  who  practice  in  the  Borough  will  send  a much  larger 
number  of  their  patients,  either  to  their  own  Doctors  or  to  the  Clinic, 
for  medical  examination  and  report  than  has  been  the  case  in  the  past. 

The  work  of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was  supplemented  by  the  134  home 
visits  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  expectant  mothers.  It  is  not  easy 
to  devise  any  sure  means  of  such  mothers  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Health  Visitors.  The  importance  of  such  work  is  very  great,  especially 
in  the  case  of  the  young  mother  with  her  hrst  child.  The  advice  which  a 
Visitor  can  give  in  such  cases  is  invaluable,  and  may  do  much  to  ensure 
a normal  pregnancy  and  a safe  conhnement. 

Post-Natal  Cases. — Six  came  as  post-natal  cases  only.  Five  came 
as  ante-natal  and  returned  to  the  Clinic  after  conhnement. 

The  reasons  for  attendance  of  these  cases  and  the  conditions  found 
were  discharges  2,  haemorrhage  3,  albuminuria  i,  heart  disease  i,  abscess  i, 
and  the  others  for  examination  and  advice. 

Boarded-out  Children. — The  work  of  supervision  of  children  boarded- 
out  for  gain  is  undertaken  by  the  Health  Visitors,  who  report  each  quarter 
upon  the  children  visited  by  them. 

The  number  of  foster  parents  on  the  register  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  was  13,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  15.  The  number  of  children  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  was  17  and  at  the  end  20. 

Reports  have  been  made  during  the  year  upon  the  suitability  or 
otherwise  of  a number  of  persons  who  wished  to  take  a boarded-out  child. 

Adoption  of  Children. — The  Health  Visitors  have  made  the  necessary 
enquiries  and  reports  for  the  Court  in  connection  with  3 applications  for 
the  adoption  of  children. 

Hospitals. — Addenbrooke's  Hospital  is  the  only  General  Hospital 
apart  from  the  Hospital  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  of  the 
County)  in  the  Borough,  with  a total  of  269  beds  (including  30  for 
private  patients). 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  Hospital  Committee  in  1918  provide 
for  the  admission  of  difficult  cases  of  labour.  Puerperal  Fever,  with  the 
addition  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Hospital  does  not  permit  of  the  admission 
of  maternity  cases  on  purely  social  grounds. 

The  charges  made  for  maintenance  and  treatment  of  such  cases  are 
8/6  per  day  for  each  adult  or  child  together  with  the  Surgeon’s  fee, 
according  to  the  scale  under  the  Midwives  Act. 

During  the  year  thirty-four  cases  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  under 
the  arrangements  made  (there  were  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum) 

Mother  craft  for  School-girls. — This  subject  is  now  taught  in  all  girls^ 
schools. 
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School  Clinic. — The  Clinic  at  35,  Parkside,  for  inspection  and  for 
the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  of  school  children  is  open  every  forenoon 
daily,  and  is  carried  on  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  school  nurses  and  a clerk.  Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Tuber cnlosis  Clinic. — The  Tuberculosis  Officer  reports  to  the  Borough 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  upon  cases  belonging  to  the  Borough,  either 
directly,  or  through  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse.  The  number  of  written 
reports  upon  children  received  during  the  year  was  70.  The  total 
number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  Cambridge  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  was  570.  The  total  under  supervision  in  1931 
was  782. 

V enereal  Disease  Clinic. — With  regard  to  Venereal  Diseases,  the  scheme 
prepared  by  the  County  Council  came  into  operation  in  January,  1917, 
when  a Treatment  Centre  was  opened  at  Addenbrooke's  Hospital. 
Males  and  females  are  dealt  with  at  separate  hours  and  every  effort 
is  made  to  ensure  privacy.  Treatment  is  free  of  charge.  Beds  for 
cases  requiring  in-patent  treatment  are  also  available.  The  days  and 
hours  of  attendance  are,  Tuesdays:  Women,  3 p.m. ; Men,  4 p.m. ; 
Thursdays : Women,  7 p.m. ; Men,  8 p.m. 

The  number  of  new  cases  attending  this  Clinic  during  the  year  showed 
a considerable  reduction,  the  total  number  being  84  (60  females  and  24 
females)  as  compared  with  1931,  when  the  number  was  122  (88  males  and 
34  females).  This  number  includes  ii  in-patients  (6  males  and  5 females). 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  DENTAL  SCHEME. 

Report  by  W.  B.  Grandison,  Public  Dental  Officer. 

A study  of  the  statistical  data  furnished  in  this  brief  report  indicates 
that  the  number  receiving  the  benefit  of  dental  inspection  and  treatment 
remains  similar  to  that  of  the  previous  year.  This  is  satisfactory  but 
when  it  is  understood  that  there  are  many  more  pre-school  children  in 
the  Borough,  steps  should  be  taken  to  enrol  greater  numbers  in  this 
advantageous  and  preventive  scheme. 

Fees. — All  work  for  children  under  school  age  is  entirely  free,  but 
mothers  (expectant  or  nursing)  are  charged  fees,  sufficient  to  cover  the  manu- 
facture of  teeth , together  with  the  materials  used  for  the  filling  and  extraction 
of  teeth,  etc.  No  attempt  is  made  to  make  this  scheme  a paying  proposi- 
tion; but,  at  the  same  time,  every  endeavour  is  made  to  prevent  the 
scheme  becoming  a burden  on  those  responsible  for  the  upkeep  of  the 
Town, 

Statistics.- — During  the  year  130  mothers  were  recommended  for  dental 
treatment,  and  all  took  advantage  of  the  treatment  offered.

The  treatment  of  the  pre-school  child  was  very  largely  preventive 
in  character.  The  regular  and  frequent  application  of  Ammoniacal 
Solution  of  Nitrate  of  Silver  and  Formalin  by  Howe’s  method  was  found 
to  be  particularly  efficacious.  240  unsaveable  temporary  teeth  were 
removed,  including  casuals,  and  several  temporary  teeth  filled  with  material 
suitable  for  the  individual  case.  Each  and  every  parent  who  attended 
was  instructed  both  with  reference  to  diet  and  cleanliness  at  every  visit. 

FACILITIES  FOR  THE  TRANSPORT  OF  THE  SICK  AND  INJURED. 

For  non-infectious  cases  and  accidents  there  are  three  motor 
ambulances  available  for  public  use  at  reasonable  fees,  or,  in  certain 
cases,  free  of  charge.  One  of  these  is  the  property  of  the  Red  Cross 
Society.  The  others,  which  are  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Police, 
belong  to  the  Watch  Committee  of  the  Council. 

For  cases  of  infectious  diseases  there  is  a motor  ambulance  stationed 
at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.

HOUSING. 

The  hgures  given  below  show  the  number  of  houses  built  each  year 
by  the  Corporation  and  by  private  persons.  The  programme  for  1932 
shows  a distinct  slowing  down,  the  number  of  houses  erected  by  the 
Corporation  being  84  fewer  than  the  previous  year.  The  demand  for 
houses  on  the  other  hand  shows  no  abatement,  the  number  of  applicants 
being,  in  round  figures,  1,600.  An  application  for  a Corporation  house 
does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  applicant  is  without  a house,  nor  does 
it  necessarily  mean,  if  the  applicant  has  one,  that  it  is  unsatisfactory, 
either  structually  or  by  reason  of  overcrowding.  The  reasons  for  desiring 
a new  Corporation  house  are  many.  When  an  enquiry  was  made  into 
this  a year  or  two  ago,  it  was  found  that  more  than  half  the  applicants 
occupied  houses  which  ten  years  ago  they  would  probably  have  been 
content  to  occupy.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  new  Corporation  houses 
set  a higher  standard  of  comfort  and  amenity  than  the  old  type,  they  are 
more  attractive  in  appearance  and  lay-out,  are  situated  in  open  and 
pleasant  surroundings,  are  fitted  with  modern  conveniences,  and  are  let 
at  reasonable  rents.  There  is  none-the-less  a genuine  need  for  more 
houses,  and  any  slackening  of  the  rate  of  building  can  only  be  regarded 
as  a serious  misfortune.  The  decline  in  tuberculosis  noted  in  recent  years 
may  be  due  primarily  to  better  nourishment,  but  it  is  also  contributed  to 
substantially  by  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  houses  which  are  better 
lighted  and  ventilated,  are  free  from  dampness,  and  which  afford  every 
inducement  to  cleanliness  and  healthier  living.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (CONDENSED  MILK)  REGULATIONS, 

1923  AND  1927. 

The  twelve  samples  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  proved 
to  be  genuine,  and  the  tins  were  correctly  labelled  in  accordance  with, 
the  Regulations. 


ARTIFICIAL  CREAM  ACT,  1929. 

There  are  no  premises  registered  under  this  Act  within  the  Borough, 
and  there  have  been  no  infringements  with  regard  to  the  marking  of 
receptacles  containing  artificial  cream. 
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THE  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1915. 

Forty-five  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  for 
examination  for  tubercle  bacilli.  In  two  of  these  the  bacilli  were  found. 
A copy  of  the  Bacteriologist’s  reports  was  sent  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  the  following  reports  were  received  concerning 
these  samples  : — 

Sample  A. — Thirty-seven  cows  were  examined  but  no  clinical 
case  of  tuberculosis  was  found.  The  necessary  samples  of  milk  for 
biological  examination  were  taken.  One  of  these  samples  proved 
positive  and  the  cow  giving  the  positive  result  was  slaughtered  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 

Sample  B. — Twenty-two  cows  were  examined.  The  left  hind- 
quarter  of  the  udder  of  one  cow  was  enlarged.  The  sale  of  milk 
from  this  cow  was  suspended.  The  necessary  samples  of  milk  for 
biological  examination  were  taken  and  two  proved  positive.  In  one 
case  the  sample  was  from  an  individual  cow  and  this  animal  was 
destroyed  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.  In  the  second  case 
a positive  result  was  got  from  a group  of  cows  from  which  individual 
samples  of  milk  were  taken.  The  results  proved  to  be  negative. 
The  Veterinary  Inspector  stated  that  one  cow  had  been  disposed  of 
for  slaughter,  possibly  this  was  the  cow  which  gave  the  positive 
result. 


The  Bacteriologist  reported  in  one  instance  that  two  caseous 
lymphatic  glands  were  found  in  a guinea  pig  which  was  killed  35  days 
after  intraperitoneal  inoculation  with  the  centrifugalised  sediment 
from  100  c.cs.  of  this  specimen.  No  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  any 
films  prepared  from  glands  or  other  organs.  As  a result  of  the 
inspection  of  this  herd,  3 cows  were  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.  Four  further  samples  which  were  taken 
proved  negative. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1923. 

Four  licenses  were  issued  under  this  Order,  one  for  the  sale  of  Certified 
Milk,  one  for  Grade  A.  (Tuberculin  tested)  Milk,  and  two  for  Pasteurised 
Milk. 

Fifty-one  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
under  this  Order  (twelve  Certified,  twenty-seven  Grade  A.  (T.T.),  and 
twelve  Pasteurised). 

All  the  Certified  and  Pasteurised  Milk  was  up  to  the  standard  required. 
Four  of  the  Grade  A.  (T.T)  samples  fell  short  of  the  standard,  the  Bacillus 
Coli  being  present  in  i/ioo  c.c. 


Forty  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  also  examined  bacteriologically 
for  cleanliness.  All  reached  a high  standard  of  cleanliness,  twenty-four 
of  them  being  of  a standard  equal  to  that  of  Grade  A.  milk,  i.e.,  having  a 
total  bacterial  count  of  less  than  200,000  per  c.c.  with  Bacillus  Coli  absent 
in  i/ioo  c.c.  This  is  the  highest  number  to  reach  this  standard  since  the 
examinations  were  commenced  in  1928. 
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INSPECTION  OF  DAIRY  PREMISES. 


Two  hundred  and  forty  visits  have  been  made  to  farms  and 
dairies,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  cleanliness  of  the  premises 
and  utensils. 

As  the  result  of  informal  action  the  floors,  lighting  and  ventilation 
was  improved  in  5 cases,  and  23  were  cleansed  and  limewashed. 

One  new  dairy  was  registered.

During  the  year  slaughtering  was  discontinued  at  the  slaughter- 
house in  Victoria  Road.  The  premises  were  reconditioned  and  are  now 
used  as  a garage. 

A license  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  premises  at  Rectory  Farm, 
Madingley  Road,  as  a slaughter-house  was  granted  to  Mr.  R.  T.  Kay,  of 
Tenison  Road,  Cambridge. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  slaughter-houses 
Byelaws. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  slaughter-houses,  shops, 
stalls  and  other  premises  where  food  is  prepared.  Informal  action  was 
taken  with  regard  to  the  cleanliness  of  premises,  utensils,  sanitary  defects 
and  the  provision  of  suitable  receptacles  for  the  deposit  of  bones  and 
trimmings. 

With  regard  to  the  protection  of  meat  in  shops  and  stalls,  it  was 
necessary  in  two  instances  to  take  informal  proceedings  against  shop- 
keepers for  failing  to  protect  meat  exposed  for  sale. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  6 registered  common  lodging  houses  with  sleeping 
accommodation  for  114  persons.  During  the  year  68  inspections  were 
made  of  these  premises. 

RAG  AND  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  AND  1928. 

There  are  no  premises  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured  in  the 
Borough.  The  whole  of  the  rag  flock  used  in  the  town  is  supplied  by  the 
manufacturers  under  a guarantee  of  cleanliness. 

Two  samples  of  rag  flock  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
analysis,  and  these  were  found  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  Regulations. 

THE  CANAL  BOATS  ACTS,  1877-1884. 

The  number  of  boats  inspected  during  the  year  was  2.  (18  inspections.) 

Note  : — These  boats  are  towed  by  a steam  tug  and  do  not  carry 
petrol. 

One  boat  was  without  a proper  water  container.  A notice  was 

sent  to  the  owners  for  this  infringement  and  was  complied  with. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year. 

There  were  no  women  or  children  on  board  and  no  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  have  been  notified  or  traced. 

No  boats  were  detained  for  cleansing  or  disinfection. 

The  Cambridge  Borough  Council  is  not  a Registration  Authority. 


THE  MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1926. 

During  the  year  a new  Order  in  Council  was  made  under  the  above 
Act  requiring  an  indication  of  origin  to  be  applied  to  imported  butter. 

The  Order  came  into  force  on  17th  June  1932,  and  is 
entitled  Merchandise  Marks  (Imported  Goods)  No.  1 Order  1932. 

A leaflet  setting  out  the  requirements  of  the  order  was  sent  to  all 
the  grocers  in  the  Borough. 

The  Orders  now  in  force  provide  for  the  following  imported  foodstuffs 
to  be  marked  either  with  the  country  of  origin  or  as  foreign : — fresh  apples, 
raw  tomatoes,  eggs,  dried  eggs,  currants,  sultanas,  raisins,  oat 
products,  honey,  salmon,  sea  trout  and  butter. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  by  the  Officers  appointed  under 
the  Act  were  438;  of  these  356  related  to  shops  and  82  to  stall  holders 
and  street  traders.  During  the  year  10  breaches  of  the  various  Orders 
were  found,  viz.  : —

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1926. 


Twenty-six  observations  on  various  premises  were  made,  and  after 
informal  action  in  one  instance  a new  shaft  was  erected  to  a height  of 
54  feet,  and  a smoke  consuming  apparatus  was  installed.  In  another 
instance  an  incinerator  which  was  a nuisance  was  removed.  The  refuse 
is  now  sent  to  the  refuse  destructor. 

There  has  been  no  complaint  concerning  the  Norman  Cement  Works 
during  the  year,  and  from  observations  made  very  little  dust 
was  deposited. 


CARAVANS. 

Since  this  subject  was  referred  to  in  the  Annual  Report  for 
1930,  additional  powers  for  dealing  with  caravans  have  been  obtained, 
and  are  contained  in  the  Cambridge  Corporation  Act,  1932.  Briefly  the 
new  powers  are  these  : — 

(1)  No  caravan  may  be  kept  on  any  land  in  the  Borough 
without  previous  approval  of  the  Corporation. 

(2)  No  one  may  let,  or  allow  to  be  used,  any  land  for  caravans 
without  suitable  covering  of  the  site ; without  sufficient  roads, 
sanitary  accommodation,  drainage  and  water  supply. 

The  Act  does  not  apply  to  caravans  used  for  periods  of  less  than  three 
months,  or  caravans  used  in  connection  with  shows  or  roundabouts. 

Anyone  aggrieved  by  the  Corporation  withholding  approval  has  the 
right  of  appeal  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  six  sites  in  use,  the  total  number  of 
caravans  on  them  being  43,  and  the  total  number  of  occupants  104,  of 
whom  33  were  children.
